on viewing the Damage the Ship met with in her Bottom, 
coming down the River St. Laurence, is convinced ſhe run on 
a ſmall Rock, about which the whole Fleet anchored in go- 
ing up the River, in 1759, and about which he has ſounded 
and never found leſs than Fourteen or Sixteen Fathoms, and 
that the following were the Bearings when the Alcide ftruck, 
viz.

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REMARKS, 


The Harbour of Mingan is very ſecure for Ships in all 
Weathers; there is good Anchorage, all within the Paroketr, 
and other Iſlands, and great Plenty of Cod Fiſh ; it appears to 
be very convenient for the Cod, Seal, and Salmon Fiſhery, 
and has the additional Advantages of a level good Soil, and 
profitable Indian Trade. It flows here Full and Change, at 
3 o' Clock raiſes about 10 or 12 Fect; but much of the Tides 
depends on the Weather. 

The Bay of Seven Ifands is on the North Side of the River 
St. Lawrence, being a very ſecure Harbour for a Number of 
Ships in any Wind; it lies in Lat. 50%. 20! N. and lies N“. 
from Mount Lewis, and W. N. W. 25 Leagues from the 
N. W. End of Anticaſti, by the Compaſs. 

N. B. It flows S. S. W. riſes 18 or 19 Feet Spring, and 10 
at Neap Tides.

that will ſet you on that Shoal ; ſeveral Sail of Men of War 
have been catched in them in a freſh Breeze of Wind, when 
not a ſingle Ship could anſwer its Helm; ſome of them drove 
on board each other, and it was not without much Difhculty 


that very great Miſchief was prevented by their running foul

REMARKS, 


Bic is a low woody Iſland, about 4 Miles from the South 
Main Land, and is 3 Leagues W. + 8. from the Iſle Sr. Bar- 
naby; all the Way is good Anchorage in 14 and 16 Fathom 
Water, Between Bic and the Main Land is fo and 12 Fa- 
thoms. Off the 8. E. End of Bic is a Ledge of Rocks which 
appear above Water, and are very ſteep too. 

To the N. Weſtward of Bic lies a ſmall Ifland, called Bic- 
gutt, from the Weſt End of which lies a Ledge of Rocks that 
may be ſeen at leaſt two Miles, and perhaps they run farther 
under Water. Off the Eaſt End of this Iſland are likewiſe 
Rocks as there are to the Weſtward of Bic, ſo that there can 


be no Paſſage between theſe Iſlands except for Boats or very 
ſmall Craft. 


From the Ifland of Bic to Baſque, the Courſe is W. S. W. 
7 Leagues. Between theſe Iſlands are two very ſmall Iflands 
near the South Shore, called the Razade Iſlands; they are 
about 5 Leagues from Bzc, and 2 Leagues from Baſque. 

Paſſing Southward of Bic ſteer W. by S. in 9, 10, to 16 Fa- 
thom, when almoſt a- breaſt of the Ragade Iſlands ſteer W. S. W. 
and you will have from 20 to 22, 24, and 26 Fathoms at 


High Water, till a-breaſt of the Iſle of Baſque, Diſtance 4 
Miles, all ſandy Bottom. 


REMARKS. 
Although the Courſe from Bic to Baſque is W. S. W. yet if 
you come to the Southward of Bic (eſpecially in little Wind) 
you will run on the Main Land by ſteering that Courſe, there- 
fore you ſhould at firſt ſteer W. by S. until you deepen 
to 18 and 20 Fathom, and then W. S. W. if you are not as 
high as the Razade I/lands, for if you are, you will then be 
too near the Shore.

The Ebb Tide runs here 4 Knots, and much ſtronger 
near the Iſland, as in 17 Fathom Water, at the ſame Time it 
runs 6 Knots an Hour, 

Although the Ebb Tide is ſo ſtrong here, and the Tide riſes 
much by the Shore, yet the Flood is ſcarce perceivable. 

Within a Cable's Length of Ba/que [land is 10 Fathom, and 
very near the Rocks that lie between Baſque and Apple Iſlands 
is 6 Fathom. Theſe Rocks are always above Water, 


Green land is about 3 Leagues W. S. W. from the Ifle of 
Baſque, the Ebb Tides of Green Iſland are exceeding ſtrong, 
ſo that it requires a freſh Gale of Wind to ſtem it with all Sails. 
The Tide of Ebb ſets directly toward the Ifland, as do the 
Floods (which are but little here) towards the J6ite I/land 
Ledge; therefore great Care ſhould be taken to anchor here in 
Time, in caſe it ſhould fall calm, and you be near the Iſland, 
for there is 25 Fathom almoſt cloſe to the Rocks, and foul

REMARK 8. 


Off the N. E. End of Green Iſland is a Ledge of Rocks 
about a Mile and an Half in Length, which partly ſhew them- 
ſelves; there is likewiſe a Ledge of Rocks off the Weſt End 
of the Iſland, which lie right out from it. 

From a little below Green 1/land,'till you are near the Length 
of Hare Jlland, there is a conſtant and very ſtrong Ebb occa- 
toned by the great Diſcharge of the Waters from Saguenay 
Rrver ; and even at the Eaſt End of Hare I/land, the Flood is 
not of more than four Hours' Continuance, and runs ſo weak, 
that if it blows but a moderate Gale Weſterly, the Ship will 
not Zend to it: In failing up, it is neceſſary to keep well to the 
Southward of Red Iſland, and to the Weſtward of it, before 
you croſs over for the Eaſt End of Hare I/land, to avoid getting 
into the Stream of Red Iſand; for ſhould it fall little Wind, 
the Ebb Tide would ſet you on the Shoals of that Iſland, and 
there is no ſafe Anchoring to prevent driving upon them. 

Red Ifland is a low flat Iſland, and is about 2 Leagues 
N. W. by N. with the Middle of Green Iſland. There are 
great Shoals off Red Iſland, as yet not quite diſcovered. Being 
a-breaſt of Green Iſland you will ſee the Eaſt End of Hare and, 
and the Brandy- Pot Iſlands (which are two little Iſlands a ſmall 
Diſtance from it) bearing about W. by S. or W. S. W. from 
you, Diſtance about four Leagues from the Weſt End of 
Green Iſland to the Brandy Pots. 


When paſt Green Jland you ſhould ſteer for the Brandy- Pot 
Iſlands. There is likewiſe another ſmall Iſland off the N. E. 
End of Hare Iſland, called White Iland. Between theſe Iſlands 
is a Ledge of Rocks, that extends at leaſt 2 Leagues from 
the Eaſt End of Hare Iſland; this Ledge is dry at Low 
Water. Coming away from the upper End of Green Iſland, 
and ſteering W. by S. you have 18 Fathom a little Diſtance 
from Green I/land, and afterwards 16 and 14 Fathom : In 
paſſing White Iſland, going towards Brandy-Pot Iſlands, you 
may go tO 10 or 12 Fathom, far enough from all Danger, and

The Pilgrims are high rocky Iſlands, a-breaſt the upper End 
of Hare Iſland, and are near the South main Land. Between 
Hare Tjland and the South Shore is a long Bank near the Mid- 
dle of the Channel, which is now called the Middle Bank, 
and it lies in the following Direction. Plate X. Fig. 1. is the 
Appearance of the Land, a Mountain on the Main Land at 
the Letter 4 (it is the firſt Hill remarkable from the Eaſtward 
for a good Way) when this Mountain is brought almoſt on 
the Eaſt Hummock of the North-Eaſt Pilgrim at the Letter 6, 
or to reſt on it in the ſame Manner it does in the above Repre- 
ſentation over the Weſt Hummock of the ſaid Iſland, at the 
Letter c, you will then be on the Middle of the Bank, and 
by failing along with the ſaid Mountain and Hummock in 


one, you will keep on it. 


REMARKS. 


The true Extent of this Bank is not yet known; there is in 
ſome Places more Water than in others, in one Place, at the 
Eaſt End of it, there is no more than Ten Feet at Low 
Water. 

There is likewiſe a Bank or Shoal off the S. W. End of 
Hare Iſland, which extends almoſt to the middle Bank, and 
makes the Paſſage very narrow, in which there is Depth enough 


at Low Water for a Ship of great Draught.

cauſe the Water ſhoals very much, but haul up to the South- 
ward, and you will directly get into 5 or 6 Fathom Water. 
The aforementioned White Houſe being juſt in a Line with the 
Rocks of the Eaſt End of the N. E. Pilgrim, and White land 
Juſt open of the Eaſt End of Hare 1fand ; it is ſhoal near the 
N. E. Pilgrim, therefore it is not proper to come too near 
it. Being above the N. E. Pilgrim, you may approach the 
others pretty near, and ſteer away directly for the great Iſland 
of Kamouraſca, which you will ſee about 8. W. from you, and 
all along in this Direction are regular Soundings from 10 or 12 
to 14 or 16 Fathoms, till near the greateſt and N. Eaſtermoſt 
Kamouraſca ; when a- breaſt of it, (and very near) you will have 
very deep Water; but at ſome Diſtance is a very good Bank 
to anchor on in any Depth, from g to 14 or 16 Fathom, and 
good holding Ground, | 
To eſcape the Danger of the Middle Bank. 

Coming away from Brandy-Pot Iſland (which you may paſs 
very near to) ſteer along by Hare Iſland in ſuch a Manner that you 
may ſee White Iſland open within Brandy- Pot Iſlands, between 
them and Hare Iſland. Keep along in this Poſition until you 
have a Mountain at the Letter a (in Plate X. Fig. 1.) brought in 
a Line with the ſecond Pilgrim at the Letter d, and then ſteer 
directly for them. They will bear about S. by W. + W. and 
with this Direction you may croſs the Bank with Safety, then 
ſteer away for the Kamouraſca Iſlands as before. 

N. B. It is not ſafe to croſs this Bank with a large Ship till

If the Points of the Shoals are not bouyed, 
which for greater Safety ſhould be done, becauſe in hazey Wea- 
ther the Land Marks cannot be ſeen, which are three Mountains

Weſternmoſt of the three Mountains you are juſt off and on of 
the Weſt End ot the Shoal. But as it may be often hazey that 
the Mountains cannot be ſeen, the Windmill will then bear 
S. 229 E. St. John's Church, S. 8 5˙ W. St. Prancis's Church, 
N. N. E. Bellchaſe Iſlande, E. 109 8. and the North Part of 
Rot Tfland about two Ships' Length open of the North Part of 
Madame : Therefore to be quite clear of the Ledge, the 
Windmill ſhould bear S. 30? E. then Sz. Valier Church (which 
is the next Church to the Weſtward of it) will bear about 
S. 129 E. and the Middle of a little Wood by the Water: ſide 
on Orleans N. W. Being below the End of the Ledge going 
down, a part of Rot Iſland ſhould always be kept open to the 
Southward of Madame (as in the North Channel Rot I/land 
ſhould always be kept quite open to the Northward of Ma- 
dame, whillt you are between the Ledge and Orleans I/land) 
and if you have a fair Wind you may ſteer away directly for 
the South Part of Crane Iſland, the Channel being clear and 
open, until you bring St. Francis's Church to bear N. 70 W. 
or the Eaſt End of Rot Iſland N. 389 W. for in that Direction 
begins a Shoal off the South Shore a little above a Point called 
Juail Point. This Shoal is very wide, and extends Half the 
Breadth of the Channel of St. Thomas's Church, and the South 
River. And to keep clear of this Shoal, you ſhould always ſee 
a Part of the Gooſe lands open to the Northward of Crane and. 
The Channel is very near Crane land; here is every where 
good Anchorage, Clay Bottom, and in the Channel, in moſt 
Places 7 Fathom Water. The South Shore is every where 
elſe pretty bold too, and there is deep Water very near Bell- 
chaſe Iſlands, In turning between St. Margaret's Ifland and 
the Shoal, you may ſtand to the Southward until the Goo/e 
1/lands are almoſt ſhut in by the North Part of Crane Iſland. 
And to the Northward, until the Gos/e Hands are quite ſhut in 
(to the Northward) by the South Part of Mozac Iſland, or 
until. Cance Iſland is almoſt all open to the Northward of Moiac 
land, but not any farther, nor even ſo far with a large Ship. 
The Ifland St. Margaret is pretty bold, only a few Rocks lie 
off of it, and thoſe not far; the fartheſt off is a ſingle Rock off 
the 8. W. End, and therefore it is not proper to come too 

near 


ward, 'till you have brought the Eaſt End of the Weſtern- 
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near the Iſland here. There are likewiſe ſome few Rocks off 
Groſſe I/land, and not far off Rot land is a Flat or Sand-Bank, 
which lies above half a Mile into the Channel, it is likewiſe 
ſhoal to the Southward of Madame, but not far off, but as it is 
bold toward the South Shore, it is not proper to come too near 
thoſe Iſlands. Crane Ifland is bold too, and the beſt of the 
Channel is very near to it. On the N. W. End of Crane Iſland, 
(the South River Falls, S. 40 E. St. Thomas's Church, S. 22% W. 
Bellchaſe Church, 8. 60? W. Weſt End of Groſſe Iſland, 
8. 8 55 20' W.) A Baſe Line of one Mile was meaſured to 
the South Part of the Ifland called La Pointe au Pain, or 
Bread Point, by which the Breadth of the Channel and the 


Extent of the Shoal off the South River (on the Edge of which 
a Sloop was anchored) were determined as follows : 


From the Weſt Part of Crane Iſland to St. Thomas's Church, 
3 Miles. From ditto to the South River Falls, 3 Miles and +. 
From ditto to the Edge of the Shoal in a Line with Sf. Thomas's 
Church, 1 Mile and =. 


N. B. For a greater Certainty of keeping in the Channel, you 
may keep a high Mountain (at a pretty great Diſtance 
on the South Shore) in a Line with the South Part of 
Crane Iſland, or Bread Point. This Mountain bears with 
the ſaid Point N. 71 E. and S. 719 W. and then you 
will have all along about 7 Fathom Water and exceed- 
ing good holding Ground, Clay Bottom; nor are the 
Tides near ſo ſtrong as in the North Channel. 


Theſe Obſervations on the South Channel wer2 made on board his 
Majeſty's Sloop Zephyr ; but as ſhe went no lower down in this 
Channel than the Weſt End of Crane Iſland, it is thought proper 
to add the following Directions taken on board a Veſſel that went 
quite through the South Channel, below Coudre. 


The firſt Danger is the Reef of Madame, which runs off 
8. W. by W. 2 Miles from the Weſt End of it, to avoid 
which, in failing round the Iſland do not haul to the South- 


moſt 
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moſt Mountain on the South Shore, a Sail's Breadth to the 
Weſtward of the Windmill on Bellebaſe. (See Plate III. 
Fig. 1) with which Mark you will paſs to the Weſtward of 
the Shoal in 5 Fathom at Low Water; ſteer over for Bellchaſe, 
until you open the Iſle of Rot to the Southward of Madame; 
then you may ſteer E. by N. or E. N. E. along Shore, in any 
Depth from 5 to 9g Fathom. There is no Danger till you come 
* a-breaſt of the Middle of the e Madame, to the Southward 

of which about a Mile, lies a Bank of Sand, that runs almoſt 
as far as the Iſle of Groſſe; this Bank is dry in many Places, 
but as it ſhoals gradually to the Northward it may be avoided, 
by keeping the Lead going, 

There is however a Mark that will carry you in the beſt of 
this Channel, if the Weather is fo clear as to diſtinguiſh it. 
(See Plate III. Fig. 2.) which is to keep the Mountain A, juſt 
open with the S. W. Part of Crane I/land. 

In this Direction, you will not have leſs than 6 and 7 Fa- 
thom to Crane Iſland, 2 Miles to the Southward of which there 
is a Bank of Sand, which has not above 2 Fathoms on it at Low 
Water. This Bank begins a little above St. Thomas's, and runs 
down as far as the River Ovill, From Crane and Gooſe Iſlands, 
you will have 8, 9, and 10 Fathoms ſtrong Clay Ground; theſe 
Iſlands are joined by an Iſtmus, and make the beſt Road in this 
River. The Breadth of the Channel, from the Ifland to the 
Bank, is about a Mile and a Half, the Ground good, very little 
Tide, and ſheltered from all Winds but E. N. E. 

From Gooſe Iſland ſteer for the Southernmoſt Rock of the 
Pillars, which you may paſs at 2 Cables“ Length, in 5 and 6 Fa- 
thom at Low Water. When paſt the Southernmoſt Pillar ſteer 
N. E. by E. for the Eaſternmoſt. About 2 or 3 Miles, S. E. by 8. 
off of the Eaſt Pillar about a Quarter of a Mile there is a Rock 
which covers and uncovers with the Tide, and has 5 Fathom 
cloſe to it; to avoid which in failing down, keep the Southern- 
moſt Pillar open to the Northward of Crane Iſtand, till you 
are a-breaſt of the Eaſternmoſt Pillar ; then ſteer N. E. by N. 
for Cape Gooſe 7 Leagues, keeping the Paps (P) in the Valley 
over Gooſe Cape, or Point of Little Mal Bay, as will appear 
in Plate III. Fig. z. 


In 
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In this Direction you will have the beſt of the Channel, 
from 5, 7, to 12 Fathom, the Ground very uneven, but no 
leſs than 5 Fathom at Low Water, till you bring the Weſt 
End of Coudre, on the Weſt End of St. Paul's Bay, you will 
then find the Channel run more to the Eaſtward, ſo as to be 
obliged to bring Pon A, with theſe Marks on, you will have 
the ſame Kind of Soundings and Ground when a-breaſt of the 
Middle of Gudre; P muſt ſtill be brought more open, 472. 
about ? of the Diſtance from A to B; this is the narroweſt 
Part of the Channel, froin hence to the Eaſt End of Coudre 
for anchoring the Sloop in 2 and # Fathom at Low Water, on 
the North Banks ; the Water to the Southward is gradually 
deeper, to 5, 7, 8, 9, and 10 Fathom, and ſhoals ſuddenly to 4 
and 3 Fathoms, all within the Diſtance of about a Mile, or a 
Mile and a Quarter. The E. End of Cougre will bear N. 25 W. 
and the Weſt End N. 73 W. The Banks to the Southward 
ſeems to make a Point here, as in the Chart, and ſtretch E. 
by S. or E. S. E. to the Point of Ovell. When on the Eaſt 
End of this Bank, you will have the Mountain M. on the 
Point of Ovell, as in Plate III. Fig. 4. On the Edge of this 
Bank is 13 Foot at Low Water 3 Miles from the Shore; to 
anchor to the Eaſtward of it, the Mountain M ſhould be 
brought at leaſt a Mile to the Eaſtward of the Point of Ovell, 
The Bank to the Northward is very uneven and rocky, and 
has from 3 to 15 Fathom, which, in a Quarter of a Mile, 
will ſhoal to 5, 4, and 3; however, by keeping the Paps P, 
as above directed, till the Eaſt End of OGudre is brought N. W. 
by W. you will be clear of the North Bank, and may ſteer 
down N. E. by E. or E. N. E. for the Kamouraſcas, This 
Channel, from the Pillar 1lands to the Eaſtward, ought not 


to be attempted with Ships of above 16 or 17 Foot, without 


being buoyed, as it runs nearly in the Middle of the River, 
Between Coudre and the South Rock, the Marks are at too 
great a Diſtance to be ſeen diſtinctly, but in clear Weather.
